Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner notes that Si is discussed in the instant specification 
(it is a Via element) and therefore may be specifically excluded in a negative limitation in claims reciting groups of 
elements or by ommision in claims lisiting specific elements. The assertion that magneto-optic recording media and 
phase change optical recording media are not considered together by one skilled in the art ignores the discussion of 
magneto-optic recording media and phase change optical recording media in the prior art section of the instant 
application including comments on their similar structure. Additionally, the examiner notes that there are at least 10 US 
patent documents virtually mentioning phase change media, such as SbTeGe, and magneto-optic recording media, 
such as TeFeCo in virtually the same breath (ie 5410610, 5302225, 5428597). Therefore the opinion declaration of 
Rie KOJIMA cannot refute these facts. 
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
